» Fees for transportation of hazardous waste andevadisare due on a quarterly basis from licensed
hazardous waste transporters and licensed wadtamsporters. In the event of multiple transpsite
the fee is paid by the first transporter which eci$ waste from a Maine generator or the last pamesr
to deliver waste from an out-of-state generatar Maine TSDF. The one exception to this requirdmen
are for those generators that hold licenses untapter 856, Section 11(A)(12) where the generator
arranging transportation for the recyclable wastistfile the quarterly report and pay the apprdpria
fee.

* Waste oil containing PCBs at 50 ppm or over is m®red hazardous waste in Maine. This waste must
be included on the quarterly reports for hazardeaste. The appropriate fee is 3¢ per pound.

* Precious metal wastes with economically recovergb#mtities of precious metal such as silver are
NOT exempt from hazardous waste fees. An exarmséver-contaminated photographic fixer
solution. These wastes are subject to the 3¢ angfee if shipped for treatment, beneficial reuse
reclamation, or recycling, and disposal.

* Maine does not have a fee exemption for wastesatieashipped for beneficial reuse, reclamation or
recycling. These wastes are subject to the 3@p@eand fee for treatment, beneficial reuse, reclamat
or recycling.

* Hazardous waste manifested in gallons needs tomeeded to pounds for calculating fees. Acceptabl
conversion factors are listed below for your usthhis guidance.

Chlorinated solvent - 12 pounds per gallon

Corrosive liquids (acids) - 10 pounds per gallon

Corrosive liquids (bases) - 16 pounds per gallon

Gasoline - 6.3 pounds per gallon

Water contaminated with gasoline or solvents q®@nds per gallon
Paint related material — 7 pounds per gallon
Perchloroethylene/tetrachloroethylene - 13.5 poymstgallon
Petroleum naphtha - 6.7 pounds per gallon
